A OBiSAT CHAWCE liOST. 

New Vork Kjiiikers Kejcct a 
Proposition fVoiii Cliiiia iliat 
' Sngllsh Bankers Seixe 
Engrly. 

Washington, Sept. IG. — A cable 
dispatch from London aliites that the 
Chinese governmeiU had placed a loan 
of $40,000,000 among bankers of Lon- 
don and .Paris, the proceeds of which 
are to be devoted to the construction 
of a railroad from Taku to Tung Oliow, 
and that a tiriu in Maucliester, Eng- 
land, had secured the contract for the 
construction of tlie work. Three 
months ago this loan was ofi'errd in 
New York, and bankers of taht city 
now regret that they did not accept it. 
The Chinese government lia.s decided 
to construct an extensive system of 
railroads throughout the eini)ire, and 
the road from Taku to Tung Chow is 
the first of several that are now being 
surveyed. The Chinese legation at 
"Washington, together with a financial 
agent jwho. waa sent over for the pur 
pose, invited the attention of New York 
capitalists to the matter, and met a 
syndicate of them in June last, to 
vhoni the proposition was made to ac- 
cept bonds of the empire for §4,000, 
000, interest at G per cent, to run 
twenty years, with preference upon 
$300,000,000, at the same terms, to be 
issued hereafter, within periodti of five 
years. In case the loan wa.s ])laced, the 
procfleds were to he invested in rail- 
road iron, locomotives and othor sup- 
plies to tlie amount of two-thiris the 
total, and the remaining - one-third, 
$12,500,000, was to be paid in silver 
to the fiscal agent of the Oliineso gov- 
ernment, to pay labor required in the 
construction of the road. Choice was 
given between this proposition, and an- 
other, which oQered New york capit- 
alists the contract for the construction 
and equipment of the road, at a stated 
price per mile, the Chinese government 
agreeing to furnish the labor, and pay- 
ing the contractors at intervals in 
twenty years, with 6. per cent, bonds, 

BOTH PLANS lil-JKCTEI). 

The' capitalists to whom these pro- 
positions were submitted took .several 
days, to . consider tbeni and rejected 
them' both. ' The financial agent of 
Cliina, becoming di.scoiiraged, left at 
once for England to report the matter, 
A few days after hio departure the 
fact baring leaked out on the .street, a 
leading banking jjriu wliicli had not 
been admitted to the syndicate, tele- 
graphed to LondoHj asking that they 
be given the oppottunity . to consider, 
the matter. - A member of the house 
left for London on the first steamer, 
but was too late, an Englisli syndicate 
having swallowed the sclieme as soon 
as it was presented and secured option 
upon loans yet to be made. 

Had the American bankerr; possessed 
the fore thought and courago to under- 
take the business the iron industries of 
this country would have received stimu- 
lation to fhe amount of say 827,000, 
000, and there would have been a ship- 
ment of $12.f)00,000 of our vexatious 
silver to the celestial empire, with a 
prospect of much more going the same 
way. 

Another opportunity :s soon to he 
offered for the dispciition of some of 
our surplus by the Mexican govern- 
ment, which is anxious to secure a loan 
of $35,Q00. - — .

TO SARf FISAXCISCO. 

T^ic O. K. Ai IN. Co. to l>ut oil 
'l,i|ii-ve Additioiiali Stcaiiie|n;|to 
Oiiry Surplus Oriiln— Some 
i oltlie Ucasous Therefor. 

'Last Monday the steamer Geo. \V. 
Elder left, San i'"rancisco for this port, 
and will en!;age for some time in trans- 
porting grain from Portland to San 
bVancisco, augmenting the regular 
lle'Bt. The colliers Willamette and 
Walla Walla will also go into servicej 
that is to say, they will load coal at 
Seattle for Portland, take wheat here 
for San Francisco and then return, to 
Seattle. The Coluiiibia, State of Cali- 
fornia and Qregpn,M leading every four 
days, will take down' all' they can. All 
this extra service is in answer to a de- 
mand. 

An Oregonian re])orter s[)ent an 
hour or more among wheat buyers and 
cominissipn houses, trying to learn tho 
cause of so great a demand for tonnago 
to San Francisco. One of the large.st 
wheat buyers ill the city, and probably 
the oldest, said; "Tho rtnison is that in 
Sail Franci.sco there is an over supply 
of shijis and in Portland an uniler sup- 
ply. Freights are low in San Francisco 
and high here. The dillerenco is about 
15 shillings per ton, or $3.75. The 
freight by steamer ^is $2.70 per short 
ton, or $3.02 per long ton, mhking a 
difleronce in favor of the shipping of 
73 cents per ton. A great deal of wheat 
sent to UH is ordered, shipped to San 
Francisco, where just now there is an 
unusual demand." 

The difference of 1 5 shillings men- 
tioned above is an extreme case. Yes- 
terday an iron ship, 1,400 Lotis, was 
chartered in San Franci.sco for Livcr- 
l)ool at 27s Gd. Such a vessel could 
not have been chartered hero for less 
than 42s 6d for orders, but there is a 
difference of 28 Cd between charters 
direct and for orders. So a more near- 
ly correct statement of the difleronce 
in freights would be 123 Gd.

Windsor, 



The Windsor Courier man thus mor- 
alizes: We hud the disa|)pointment of 
viewing a stack of empty bottles on 
Thursday. They literallj' filled a large 
yard, so that it was almost impossible 
for the proprietor to get to his stable. 
They numbered 510 dozen, or over 
6,000, and only one district of the 
town had been canvassed. Not fifty 
dozen of these bottles were bought 
from liquor dealers, sowo are credidbly 
informed. The purchaser of these bot- 
tles is now making his seiui-annual 
visit to Windsor; he collects about 15,- 
.000 per annum here. The brands .most 
used are Bass', Da w'si Keith's; Guin- 
ness', Allsops' and O'Mullins'. These 
are collected from persons who make 
no |)ro£essioa of temperance. The num 
ber collected from those whose lives are 
openly and professedly Jsiuners, and 
not publicly known to drink is very 
larf^o. The choice brands are Islay, 
Blend, Three Star, Old Eye and Kim- 
anan'.'i L. L.; among the lot we notic- 
ed a bottle of Liebig's extract of beef, 
and one labelled lilender bitters. Fif- 
teen thousand bottles is about five bot- 
tles per antium for every man, woman 
and child in the community; deduct the 
women and children, leaves about fif- 
teen bottles each per man per annum. 
Deduct the real temperance, and so- 
called temperance men, leaves about 
•i50 bottles each for the known drink- 
ers per annum. Now taking into con- 
sideration tho quantity that comes in 
kegs, casks and demijohns into private 
houses, it is safe to say that 25,000 
bottles are punished in Windsor outside 
the bars. Now wo doubt if over 25,- 
000 bottle.s are sold over the l>ars in 
Windsor. The aggregate of bottles of 
all kinds of liquor used in the town 
are 50,000..,per^ wuium, or about 50 
bottles jier man. "Afl nearly us we can 
estimate, there are thirty-one men who 
drink liquor in some form or other in 
Windsor regularly and openly. This 
would allow 1,500 bottles each per 
annum, or '[h per day. Certainly some 
other persons must take it oni the sly, 
because if it were confined to the thirty 
four, tliey JyquI^ aooii burii^or die. But 
where would the bottles bel When we 
talk about the evils of the bar-room in 
future, do not let us forget the cellars, 
pantries, closets and barns and out- 
houses. There are some curious lives in 
tho world, but the most curious and 
inconsistent life is the. one composed of 
prayer, teniperance.anjl . whiskey.

GLADSTONE'S MAIflFESTU. 

Tho text of Mr. Gladstuno's mauifeato 
on the Irish question has not reached ua; 
but there is reaaun to believe that it com- 
bats the recent stand taken by Mr. Par- 
noU at Dublin, when ho demanded the re- 
peal of the union, pure and simple, and 
an Irish parliament. Tliia is really a de- 
mand; for independence. A parliament 
Bitting in CoUogti Gruen, passing customs 
and excise laws, making treaties, levying 
taxation and performing all other func- 
tiuiia that pertain to the lo|;islaturo of an 
independent nation, without the chock or 
supervision of Imperial control, would 
Boon bring about a conflict with the Impe- 
rial goverDment and yend^t another con- 
quest necessary. The revolutionary and 
socialistic principles which Joseph Cham- 
berlain has enunciated are odious; but he 
has had the courage to spuak out on the 
proposition for Iriuli independence. His 
views on that question have been widely 
approved by the British people, while 
LordrB>.i .0huirehilL'8> tniserAble evasion at 
ShefiSeld--' has < made him and his party 
temporarily unpopular. That the conser- 
vativea are prepared to concede what 
Parnell demands is not believed; but they 
should have courage to express their con- 
victions on that and every otiier topic 
Ohurojiill ha^ci a .grand opportunity at 
Shembltl|&i|i^t^r6w^il iivyay,. and the 
whig! aVd ramcals are uiing his reticence 
with telling effect. But there will bo no 
repeal of tho union. No matter which 
party may got in the result will be the 
same. There will not be an Irish parlia- 
ment. The management of local affairs 
will .tje.and should be granted to the Irish 
people; but to expect England to volun- 
tarily part With the power to legislate for 
Ireland would be to anticipate an impos- 
sibility. All tho wealth of England would 
be lavished to prevent that. Mr, Glad- 
stone's manifesto is a warning to English 
politiqiiina of every stripe, and if they are 
wise in their, day and generation the warn- 
ing will not be lost on tbia conservatives. 

'"GOLDEN ^SANW." 

Several years ago Mr. William Jensen 
took a trip to the northern end of this 
island, where he came across uiilimitod 
deposits of tine black beach sand. After 
tracing the deposits back to the benches 
which overlook the beach, he scooped up 
about ipoaiids of the sand and re- 
turned with iVto Victoria. Upon exami- 
nation the sand was found to be highly 
auriferous; but there was a foreign sub- 
Btance mixed with it which made the pro- 
cess of separation unprofitable, and the 
discovery ha's since been allowed to sloop. 
It now appears that many years before 
the discovery on this island similar depos- 
its were found on the Oregon coast in the 
"vicinity of Croquillo City, but tho dig- 
gings wore nut proBtablu because no 
effective plan for saving the gold had been 
found out. A recent dispatch states that 
a process has been invented by which 95 
per cent, of tho gold known to exist in 
the black sand on tho Oregon coast can 
be extracted. The announcetnent haB 
created much excitement in Oregon. 
Agents representing various (innip.'inies 
have purchased several olaiius at a cost of 
9240)000.. Deposits of black sand are 
found in the strata at various distances 
from tho surface. Scores of claims have 
been located. Tho skeptical predict a 
repetition of tho collapse which followed 
the memorable Fraaur river boom of early 
days. If the report of the discovery of 
a method for saving. the gold should be 
confirmed by experience the black sand 
of Vancouver island may prove to be very 
valuable.

New Yokk, Sept. 17. — At the meeting 
of the Northern Pacific stockholders it 
was stated that two judges had refused an 
injunction restraining the voting of 120,- 
000 shares by Brayton Ivea and J. P. 
Morgan. A resolution was adopted re- 
questing the directors not to incur any in- 
debtedness whatever for the construction 
of new roads. . The old board of directors 
was then Fe-eleotad. ' • - 

ANNUAL aTATE.MENT. 

The annual statement of the Northern 
Pacific for the year ended June 15th 
ahows tho gross receipts from freight to 
be S7,44C,000; from passengers, §3,076,- 
000; from mail and express, §712,000, 
making a total of Sll,234;000. Thn oper- 
ating expenses were $6,196,000, leaving 
tho net earnings at §5,038,000. Adding 
to this the interest and dividends on in- 
vestments, the balance at general interest 
account and incomes from other sources 
amounting to §193, 000, tho total surplus 
is §5, '231, 000, out of which there was paid 
for rentals 8681,0005 to branoh roads, 
§530,000; for maintenance of terminal 
property at Portland, §27,000; for inter- 
eat of funded debt ocoount, ^4,024,000; 
contributed to the sinking fund, §50,000; 
and there was paid on expenses of tho 
opening celebrations §4,000, making a 
grand total of disburaements of §5,739,- 
leaving a surplus over all fixed charges 
and expenaes for the, year of $92,000. 

Compared with the preceding year, 
there was an increase in earnings from 
commercial freight of §71,000, and from 
uiail, express, etc , of §211,000, but there 
was a decrease in passenger earnin^ja of 
§1,121,000, making a net decrease in com- 
mercial business of all kinds of $839,000. 

Interior News. 

(Inland Sentinel.) 

Sheriff Phair came up from Lillooet on 
Saturday, and is now in possession of 
Mr. Uriah Nelson's store at Eagle Pass. 

Mr. Peadola of Savona was in town on 
Monday. He informa us that he haa pur- 
chased the interest of tho late John Ve- 
latti in the brewery at Savona. 

It haa been raining steadily in Eagle 
Pass for two weeks. The heavy rain, to- 
gether with the diversions made by the 
sub contractors, have rendered the wagon 
road almost impassable. This is to be re- 
gretted, as the non-arrival of the steamer 
Kootenay at Farwell will cause a scarcity 
of supplies there, particularly vegetables. 

Major Rogers and Mr. Haney passed 
east by Tuetdny motning'a train. Tt is 
stated that Mr. Onderdonk was e:^^ isoted 
at Eagle Pass from the east on IVIouday 
evening. The stage, however, announced 
that he was laid up at the Columbia river 
with rheuinatism. and Mr» Wright sent 
over a spring wagon to bring him to Eagle 
Pass. 

The present week tho Spallumcheen 
river is crossed by the railway bridge, and 
we learn the train now passes afew miles 
to the east. We learn the track-iaying 
from the east will soon roach Farwell and 
more on toward the western work. Ac- 
counts from the Eagle Pass route states 
that the recent heavy rains interfered with 
the work along the lin<<. At present tho 
wagon road is so heavy that it tcquiros 
two days for the stage to pass between 
Farwell and Eagle Pass. Consequently 
travel is light and teaming for the railway 
aiflicult.

(Before Hon. Mr. Justice McCrcIght.) 

Nbw Westminstek, Sept. 17. 
Corporation of Chilliwhack vs. Thomas 
Bartlett. — Appeal from conviction of 
Wella, Ashwell and Miller, J. P's, fining 
Bartlett $130 for selling beer without a 
license. 

Respondents proved sales on 28th May, 
loth and 25th June, and that Bartlett 
had no license. 

Appellant relied on his own evidence 
and that of his wife, taken subject to ob- 
jection. The question fur argument is, 
is such a cane a criminal or civil proceed- 
ing. The point is of very groat import- 
ance, and its decision by Judge McCreight 
will be anxiously looked for as tho past 
practice has been to reject such evidence, 
although there is some conflict between 
the authorities.

A SWINDIiEB CAUGHT. 

A Scotchman AVIio lias Used All 
the Best Historical Names. 

An apparent Scotch nobleman, calling 
himself Sir James B. Douglass, journeyed 
through Denver to Las Vegas one week in 
last February, and fell not among thieves, 
but among four very gullible Englishmen. 
He had como out there to buy a ranch, ho 
was of unlimited means, was veil road, 
well educated, had traveled widely, and 
came of the beat Scotch blood. Ho was 
80 taken with a ranch owned by thoae 
four English gentlemen that he decided to 
buy. Tho price? §50,000; a moderate 
amount for Sir James. Hia pocketbook 
held several English notes of high denomi- 
nations — forged; and in two little pack- 
ages wrapped most eircunispoctly, tied by 
various colored ribbons and oatentaliously 
sealed with sealing wax, Sir Janioa said 
were §25,000 and §50,000, which were 
carefully laid in tho hotel safe. 

The four deliiihted Englishmen wined 
and dined the prospective purchaser and 
blanked the expense, says tho Tribune- 
llopublican. He liad met several friends, 
noble, military and otherwise, of his 
hosts, who were happy to hoar from their 
relatives and acquaintances across the 
water, Finally, after several days of 
feasting and looking upon the wine when 
it is red, a aettloniont was proposed to Sir 
.fames. He assented, but, on account of 
his hinh denuminalion of his bills, they 
had all better go to Denver aa his guests, 
where tho preliminaries would bo speedi- 
ly arranged. To settle necessary bills, he 
borrowed money of his English friends, 
who opened their purses as well as their 
hearts. Would they go with him I Yea, 
indeed, ospucially deliyhtod to go as his 
guoats. And, on account of nis large 
bills, they paid all the traveling oxpeusea, 
which tho new host promised to settle at 
Denver. 

The party stopped at La Junta to look 
at same stock of which Sir James became 
ao enamored that ho purchased ten Gal- 
loway bulla at §500 apiece for hia new 
Las Vegas purchase. The dealer was for 
sending them right on, and the English- 
men were ready to go surety, but Sir 
James said, "No," wh^n he returned he 
would take and pay for them. 

The five put up at Cliarpiot's, whore a 
lifth Englishman and heavy atock raisor 
joined them, all at Sir James' expense. 
The two little packages were handed over 
as of yore to the clerk for deposit in the 
safe. 

Nearly every meal coat them §40, aa 
the choicest delicacies of the season and 
the best wines only were ordered. Be- 
sides, Sir James, ou tlie strength of tho 
packages, borrowed sums of money from 
Proprietor Bero, marking down the items 
on the package, whero^were also itemizod 
t!'n sums loaned by the Englishmen, who 
would toll him when lie askod for money, 
"Oh, go to the 'grip,' uo to the punts." 
On the third day at 10 o'clock a settle- 
ment was urged, which ho promised at 12 
o'clock. He wont out to find some one to 
idontiiy him. Sir James did not return, 
and at night the four ranchmen were taken 
to (ien. David Cook, who immediately 
smelt a rat. The party repaired to 
Charpiot's, whore Gen. Cook cut open tho 
large package, revealing only a blank 
nieinoraiidum book. "There," said the 
detective, "I told you that fellow was a 
dead beat." Then one of them remem- 
bered bringing down hia "grip" that 
morning, containing §500, to the hotel 
safe, and that Sir James had subsequently 
asked for the key of the room "to go up 
.iiid (!h.ingo his coat." The party paid all 
local bills, and when they counted up 
r losses amounted to just .§600. Tho 
bulls never saw Las Vegas 
Gon. Cook of Denver received a letter 
on Friday from a California officer stating 
that ho liad arrested a Scotchman with 
these names; James Bruce, James B. 
Douglass, James Bruce Douglass, and 
Percy H. Douglass, evidently a confidence 
man. He ia six feet high, well built 
stands straight, bright black eyes sunken 
in tho head, new growth of full beard, 
moustache heaviest at the ends, thin un- 
der tho nose, wears brown Engliali leg- 
gings buttoning down at the side, and No. 
10 Eoglibh walking shoes. His logs from 
kneo to ankle are bound beneath hia 
clothes with 3-inch wide rubber bands six 
feet long, which lie removes at night. Ho 
wears glaasea for nearsightedness, is finely 
educated, and has evidently been M over 
the world. He has shunned railways and 
telegraph roads, so that he was only cap- 
turt-u after a nine days' chase on a charge 
of contidonco swindling. The officer is 
satisfied the fellow is wanted- elsewhere 
for greater crimes, and wants informa- 
tion. 

General Cook Is anxious this descrip- 
tion be given wide circulation, na he is 
confident this Douglas ia not tho only 
man who so clevorly euchred tho New 
Mexican raiioliiiieii, but is also tho 
"Sir James Stewart" who made a 
great social spread near Lexington, Ky. , 
18 months ago. He appeared there, as at 
Las Vegas, proposing to buy a large.farm, 
and to stock it heavily with imported cat- 
tle. Ho engaged himself to a handsome 
Kentucky belle, but after b irrowiiig §3,000 
from his landlord on tho strength of tho 
two little packages, he skipped the coun- 
try. Douglas! will, no dljubtj' bo secured 
by Gen. Cook and taken to Lexington af- 
ter proper identifioAtion., •■ " : - ;

YESTERDAYIS DISPATCHES. 

Busslan liifluence Brians About 
"'^ A Kebcllion. 



London, Sept. 19. — Tho populace of 
Philipolia, the capital of Eastern Rou- 
mania, almost to a man, rose in rebellion 
yesterday and seized tho governor-general, 
deposed the government and proclaimed a 
union with Bulgaria. A provisional gov- 
ernment was established. The revolt was 
ao-weU*planned that no disorder or blood- 
shed occurrod, ovorybody boiiig in sym- 
pathy with the luovomont except the gov- 
ernment oilioiala. Foreigners in the city 
are perfectly safe from harm, as ia also 
tho'vproporty- of .fprgigbi residents. After 
the orgaiiiz ition of a provisional govorn- 
mont the militia wore sworn in, takings 
the oath of allegiance to Prince Alexander 
of Bulgaria. It ia generally believed in, 
diplomatic cii clus that lluiiaia arranged tho 
programme of the rising and suggested 
a union with Bulgaria. No definite state- 
ment can bo made at present as to what 
action the signatory powers to tho treaty 
of Berlin will make ruapecting the matter. 
Eastern Roumania was created by tlio 
Congress of Berlin, in 1870, and given 
automatic government, though forming an 
integral part of the Turkish empire. The 
governor-geueral was appointed subject to 
the approval of treaty powers.

The creek is about 
aix miles long, and on either side are al- 
most perpendicular banks, several feet 
high, which render the approach inacces- 
sible, except from "the mouth." 
Mining is only practicable in a 
few places at very low water, and should 
a freshet come all work must cease . It 
may happen that ere long gold niil have 
been found in other creeks in the Simii- 
kameen Tslley; but we advise your read- 
ers to wait until spring before they think 
of starting to the gold-fioldu. At present 
the rainy season makes travel through the 
mountain trail almost impossible."

A Beminiscence of the Crimean 
War. 

A representative of The Colonist has 
had a long and interesting chat with Mr. 
J ohn Malowansky, a pioneer resident of 
Victoria, and now. a successful business 
man of San Francisco. Since leaving this 
place in 1868, Mr. M. has wandered far 
and wide — from the orange groves of 
Mexico, which exude the perfumes of 
"Araby the Dloat" to the cold regions of 
the far north, where vegetation is stunted 
and the chief productions aro icebergs, 
furii and train oil. In all his travels he 
says he has never seen a 

ilOr.U FAVOEELf sfux 
than this Victoria of ours, whose salu- 
brious'climato, grand scenery, fine drives 
and varied productions are the envy and 
admiration of the people of the two ex- 
tremes above mentioned . 

PKTEOPAiaOVSKI. 

This place lies in the high latitudes, being 
the capital town of Kamtchatka. At the 
time of the Otimean war it was a placi} of 
sufficient importance to invite an attack 
from the combined British and French 
fleets. The veasols sailed proudly to- 
wards the harbor. They were met at the 
entrance, which ia very narrow, with a 
detormined reaistanco from a Russian force 
stationed there. Guns had been hastily 
mounted on either side of the entrance a 
short time before in anticipation of a hos- 
tile visit, and in a few hours the fleets 
sTcio SO knocked about by the Russian 
shot that they hauled off for repairs. The 
attack was renewed again and again, and 
at last the allies retired baffied, and set 
sail for Esquimalt. On the way across 
the British admiral, in a fit uf desponden- 
cy and mortification, 

COM.MITTED SUIOIDK. 

Old residents of Victoria remember the 
battered and torn war ahips that crawled 
slowly into Esquimalt harbor early one 
day in August, 18o4, and lay for a long 
tiiiio refitting bofr.re they could resume 
their cruise. Before another attempt on 
Potropaulovski had been organized the 
white-winged messenger of peace settled 
down on the contending nations and the 
fleets returned home. Mr. Malowansky 
says thai: the forts which held out so 
resolutely against the allied fleets have 
been dismantled and the town, deprived 
of garrison and fleet, has sunk into insig- 
nificance. The inhabitants are made up 
of all nations, with a good sprinkling of 
Eiigliah-speaking races: A fair trade is 
carried on in oils and furs and Arctic 
whalerii often resort to the harbor. 
The winters are long and severe. The 
principal Russian foi:t on the Asiatic coast 
is 

VtADlVOSTOCK, 

800 miles further south, where there is a 
fine harbor and a mild climate. The Rus- 
sians have rendered this place almost im- 
pregnable. They have a dockyard and o 
drydock, and sustain a number of war 
ships in a high stato of eflicioncy. The 
occupation of Port .Hamilton by the 
British, Mr. Malowansky thinks, was a 
maator-atroke. It was clearly intended 
to checkmate Russian influence in Japan 
and China, and at the same time aeouro 
England a base of operations from which 
her ahipa may sally forth or seek shelter in 
case of war. The British are actively 
fortifying Port Hamilton and have appar- 
ently gone to stay. 

TUB WAR SCARE, 

Mr. M. thinks, must be held answerable 
for the terrible depiession that now pre- 
vails in European business circles, al- 
though be does not believe war was ever 
seriously intended by either power. Rus- 
Hia is too poor to stand the strain of a con- 
flict, and England has too much at stake 
in commerce to desire war. Neither 
power will i;o to war unless as a last re- 
sort. 

8IEEHI.4..\ E.XILB. 

Mr. Malowansky laughs at the_exageer- 
ated accounts uf the treatment of politi- 
cal exiles in Siberia. Unless a man has 
been guilty of murder or some other hein' 
ous crime, he is never put in chains, but 
is placed on limits. ° That ia, ho is re- 
quired not to leaves certain district, and 
to report to the governor of that district 
about once a month. His family some- 
times accompany him into exile, and he is 
at liberty to engage in buaineaa, practice 
hie profession or work at hia trade, and 
claim Ilia earnings. Many take up their 
reaidonco permanently in Siberia after 
their term of exile ha« expired. Murder- 
ers are chained to wheelbarrows or hand- 
carts, and are never utiohained until death 
relieves them. The cart or barrow is at 
once their mark of puniishihent, their'im- 
plement of labor and their dwelling place. 
Mr. Malowahldiy says he has met many 
political exiles who pronounce the stories 
told of their cruel treatment untrue. 
Tliore aro, of course, exceptions; but as a 
rule the trnatmont is humane.

Mr. J. J. Moylan, Dominion inspector 
of penitentiaries, who arrived from Otta- 
wa vis San Francisco a couple of weeks 
ago, and proceeded at once to JN'ew West- 
minster, came down, on the Yosemite last 
evening and is at the Driard. To a re- 
porter of The Colonist Mr. Moylan stated 
that he was very much surprised at the 
advance made in New Westminster since 
hia last visit seven years ago, and the 
wonderful change in the appearance of the 
penitentiary grounds. Whaii ho saw them 
on his provi us visit he t'.ought thot never 
could the barren ground, covered with 
stumps and bouldera,be made pleasant, but 
on this visit h^fojind , >^ «

into a luxuriant gardm, which transformt 
atiou ho considers is greatly to'the'oredit 
of the management. 

Mr. M. eipreaaed himself thoroughly 
satisfied with tire administration of the 
atfdirs of the institution, which are con - 
ducted in a thoroughly Bystematio And 
euuuumic'al manner, the warden and his 
assistants being all that could be desired 
in their various ofEces. 

When asked as to the probability of an 
increase being made in the accommo- 
dation, Mr. Moylan stated that he 
thought it was urgently needed.

T'lie Chinese Fracns at Port 
Ilaiiiiiioiid. 

On Friday night at Port Hammond a 
row occurred in a Chinese camp, caused 
by a desire on the part of Oharley Wong, 
the Chinese paymaster, iryfng to euchre 
one of the gsngs out of glOO. A general 
row occurred, in which Charley was 
robbed of the $400 he had to pay the men. 
The police at New Westminster were sent 
for, and officer Moresby and special offi- 
cers McNeil and Ball prooeedfid to the 
p'oint. A Chinaman was pointed out in 
the tent who was arrested and taken on 
board when it was discovered that ho was 
not the right one. The officers returned 
to the tent and were met by the Ohineae 
armed with hatchets, knives, etc. Mr. 
Moresby succeeded in getting the man, 
but was attacked on all sides, some one 
kicking him in the side, and the prisoner 
got away and was crawling out of the tent 
when Ball fired at him, the bullet enter- 
ing his back immediately above the hip.

A correspondent writing from Fraser 
river to a frietui in Victoria says: "Un- 
der the heading ' Failure of the Salmon 
Fisheries.' The Culuniit made a pretty 
shrewd guess at the cause of the failure 
(in my opinion) of the Canadian hatcher- 
ies to restock tlio streaina. Anyone who 
has watched a shoal of young salmon fry 
disappear down, the throats of a lot of 
voracious troiit'as I have would only ex- 
pect such a result. At present the hatch- 
eries merely nupply food for the trout and 
another fmh, cipunnooly called the sucker, 
which snaps uu the young fry quite aa 
greedily aa tho trout. Wo caught and 
diaanibowelled a small trout about three 
and lii-half inches lung and found four 
yoaf^ rB^liifuf Vry qiitte fresh; -digestioti 
had'n'oY'b^gijh.^ The*ohly remedy I know 
of is to follow the example of the Scotch 
hatoh(>ries and keep them until they are 
ready to go down to tho sea. For this 
purpose I do not think it would be neces- 
sary to feed tha young fry, as ia done in 
Scotland; but t'?-, select a stream — the 
Ooquitlami fiir.iniUanceT-kill every other 
kind of 'fidlf in'il, aftbr'whioh it would be 
an an oaay matter to keep it free of trout, 
suckers or other fish, and the young 
fry would lind abundance of food 
until sulilciently large to take 
care of theinaelves. I was examining tho 
Cuquitlam some lit tle time back, and it 
soem.s to mo that my idea ia quite practic 
able, inasmuch as thousands uf hunch- 
back »^:ilnu>n and at least an equal number 
uf d.'g tociihed salmon spawn up there 
every year, and their young fiud food in 
audicieni (luai)titea to insure a return in 
the adult rotate of as many full grown fish 
as uuually fre()uent the stream. That is 
proof that the food supply ia there, BO that 
it ia only nece»»ary to kill all the fish in 
the liiko and atreiun, keep them out after- 
wards, and provoiit tho rnttiui salmon 
from (lopoaiting their spawn on the feed- 
ing grounds lu insure bucccbs as far as 
human - foresight, with a due regard to 
economyl caii do such a thing. The ex- 
pense would not be very groat"

ThiB,'*Gltjr2btttei^Angie)8" ia one of tlis 
few In modernT Mexico whVcli was not 
tuilt upon tbe ruins of former Aztec greiit- 
nes3, but was an original idea of llio early 
Spanish coloniata. Its site, ou tbe green 
plain of Acayete. was formerly occupied 
by a few huts belonging to tbe Choluia 
Indians, and was tUeu, as now, environed 
by productive cornllelds, boyond which 
miles of the American agave or century, 
plant stretched away to the foothills of 
the Sierra Aladras. ' . ; 

The present city is considered by many 
the finest in Mexico. It is the rival of 
Guadalajara in beauty, and is second In 
size to the capital, with a popuhitioa of 
nearly >SU(),O0O. It >va3 founded in 15;il, 
and v^as named I'uebln do los Angeles 
(City of the Angels', becaiise of tbe tradi- 
tion, still devoutly believed, that while ita 
cathedral was being constructed the work 
was continued every night when the 
workmen slept by angels, who added as' 
manv stones us the builders had placed by 
day.' Since the city hits been culled 
Puebla do /aragoza, in honor of the Mex- 
ican general who defeated the French 
army here in that yenr. 

The streets of Tuebla are wider and 
better paved than those of most Jlexican 
cities, and its two-storied buildings aro in 
pleasant contrast with the prevailing stylo 
of interior towns, where tlie narrow stony 
alleys are overshadowed by the gloomy, 
low-roofed casas of a bygono age. Be- 
sides the inevitable cenlriil plaza and the 
great Alaniedii (grove of elms). Fuebla re- 
joices in no less than twenty -six public 
parks, all of which are well shaded, and 
liower-iilled spaces, where the populace 
congregate . nightly. 'The: ' shop • froiits 
andg.jnxo8t. of the houses i'^ aro binlt 
of luc-sfded bflcka, with small blue 
tiles set io^ ' between. Others ' arc a 
perfectjmosaic _of, JDutch or.,Chlna tiles 
upon a-|ki^uhH work^ of Pompeilan jred,' 
arranged in > all imaiindr of deigns,- and 
Iiaving Dumerons placques .and panels, 
upon wblch saints aro chrved'or 'painted. 
let into tlieiwallsj The eflfect is extremely 
quaint. Although soniowhat" startling at 
first to foreign eyes,' oti6 floim becomes ac- 
customed to the vivid coloring, and comes 
to regard our commoiiplaco dwellings 
much as a collector of ceramics looks 
upon delf as compiircd with decorated 
pottery. The lUiest tiles on the coutlnout 
are made in Puebla, and herj are no lo.ss 
than a dozen fabracas for their manufact- 
ure. 

The famous cathedral, once one of the 
richest in the world, is still the great at- 
traction for tourists, though much of its 
pristine splendor disappeared with the de- 
cadence of papal iiower. Standing in the 
midst of niiijcstic cyprcsKcs, and sur- 
rounded by a wide stretch of marble pave- 
ment one sees nn evidence of the work of 
shadowy hands; but. on the contrary, 
everythins: looks as substantial as though 
designed for eternity. The facade of the. 
northern entrance is embellished with 
statues and iiiedullions in marble, and llie 
mitre and keys of the pope. On the face 
of tbe western tower is a.i)ne old clock, 
made in itladrid more Iban two contiiries- 
Bgo. r ' 

Tbe main entrance of the cathedral is 
toward'ttie'we'st. and hero are more stat- 
ues, occupying numerous niches, scores 
of spulptured taints and cover's of legle^ 
cberubim' hovering around the mariijlosiab, 
which tells us that the gloomy pile was 
erected n 16M. The immense marble 
paved'space asurrounding it -is^ inclosed 
witbi|ij£ ^igb, ^spear-pointed icon] (cnoe, 
wbosepnnVimisrible posts of maiaivejgraa- 
ite ^I'frTan'iii'c^'by bronze ca$ts In 'lias re- 
lief, and topped by angels with out- 
stretched wings. All these bronzes were 
cast by an American mimed JIarshall, for- 
merly from New York city, who lived in 
Mexico for many years. 

Though untold treasures in the way of 
gold, silver and precious stones were con- 
Sscated from this church by the anti- Cath- 
olic regime, it is still enormously rich. 
The llnest collection of nmrblcs in the 
world enters into its construction, not 
even excepting the celebrated 'l"aj iMahul, 
of India. I'eriiaps its most striking object 
is the main altar. It was erected in 181:3 
by a prelate of ruebln, and alVorda the 
greatest display nf the beautiful IMexican 
onyx to be found aiiywhere in he repub- 
lic, which is famous for it. (ine is aston- 
ished by the inlinite variety of tints— from 
rose color to Js'ile green, dark yellow, and 
mahogany brown. Among all the most 
conspicuously lovely is the pure white 
transparent alabaster from the exhaust- 
less cpiarries near I'uebliu 

A massive railing and steps of translu- 
ceut ony.'v lead to a circular platform ele- 
vated ten feet above the lloor, liencath 
which are buried Iho successive bishops 
of Pucbla. This exquisite sepuh' ro is 
constructed entirely of the most. precious 
materials, tnd is uivided ftjto niches and 
panels,' "th" whole covered with a dome of 
transparent alabaster, whose crystal-like 
clearness is enhanced by trimmings of 
bronze ^ and gold.. From the center of 
tbis wonderful canopyi depends a huge 
Bil;«; lamp, wkluh burns forever above 
the'illustrious dead.
